TERMS OF SALE : 

Payment is due on all sales upon delivery of the goods. 

Additional time as noted below will be allowed while purchaser’s credit standing continues 
satisfactory to us. 

Limit of time, 6o days. 

2 c fc Discount allowed for Cash within io days, 
i c /c on Lead and Oil. 

No Discount allowed after io days. 

All goods sold f. o. b. Pittsburg, unless otherwise specified. 

Nails, Wire, Oils and Lead sold only on io days time. 


MODE OF COLLECTION : 

Wc render statement when account falls due. Receipt of our statement means a request 
for payment. 

When accounts stand unpaid after due, we send notice, “Will draw on-inst.” This 

gives time to anticipate our draft by remittance. Upon the day named we make draft with in¬ 
terest and exchange. 

N. B.—We carry no running accounts with payments “on account.’’ Each payment 
should close the account up to a specified date. Frequent buyers are expected to balance 
accounts once a month. 


CLAIMS : 

Our shipments are delivered to Transportation Co. in good order, and are shipped at 
the risk of buyer. When goods arrive in bad order, receipt for them noting this fact and 
make claim on the Transportation Co. 

Claims for overcharge or shortage must be made immediately upon receipt of goods. 

We are not responsible for goods delivered to messengers or to other houses, nor to sta¬ 
tions where there is no Agent. All such deliveries are at buyers' risk. 


” * BACK ORDERS: 

We aim to carry a full stock and complete orders at one shipment. 

When this is impossible, we send a memorandum of Back Order and request customer 
to advise if shipment is not desired. 

Unless we receive such notice if goods are seasonable or special we ship soon as re¬ 
ceived. Regular staple articles of insufficient weight to make a separate shipment we hold 
for next order.

The body is made of heavy planished steel of a refined quality. All parts that are exposed to the direct action ol 
the fire are of double thickness, with an asbestos mill board between, all securely riveted together. The top 
frames are cut in four sections to prevent cracking and warping. They are bolted together and are made to receive 
panel sections, which are Interchangeable. The ovens are made of 14 gauge wrought steel and are extra large and 
high. The flue box is made of cast iron, with corrugated back section, to prevent cracking. The construction of the 
oven damper permits the heating of the entire top of the range without the heat passing around the oven, and gives 
the user absolute control of the fire. The direct draft damper, operated from the top of the range, insures a quick 
fire. The fire box is of good capacity, the fixtures being interchangeable for all sizes. All collars made for 7-inch 
pipe.
